It is a first. Previous 
years' requests from the 
Christopher Street West Associ¬ 
ation that the mayor's office 
issue such a proclamation went 
unheeded.

Lesbians Sue 
Government Over 
Employment 
Discrimination 


Class Action Against Alameda 

Regional Criminal Justice Plan¬ 

ning Board Seeks Injunction & 


Damages 

On 21 June 1976, Ms. Ann 
Williams and Ms. Lee Dooley, 
both Lesbians, filed a class ac¬ 
tion lawsuit against the above 
Planning Board, with special 
reference to Mr. Emmett 
Burke, their supervisor, claim¬ 
ing violation of their Constitu¬ 
tional rights to privacy, equal 
protection, due process, and 
freedom from sex discrimina¬ 
tion. They allege that because 
he^ disapproved of their life¬ 
styles (which he admitted to 
them), he discriminated against

them in the conditions of their 
employment, such as hours, 
wages and assignments; and he 
made insulting remarks about 
their sexual preference. Fur¬ 
ther, he eventually made a 
specific inquiry of a co-worker 
about their sexuality, although 
he admitted that he had been 
convinced for some time that 
they were Lesbians. He also 
told them (but not other 
employees) not to talk with 
each other during working 
hours, and improperly suggested 
that there was a sexual rela¬ 
tionship between them. Both 
women requested a transfer, 
but upper management refused 
their request. 

Because of this hostile 
environment towards Lesbian¬ 
ism, Ms. Williams and Ms. 
Dooley were forced to quit to 
prevent further damage to their 
mental health and are now 
seeking recovery through 
psychotherapy. (Both have been 
found eligible for Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Benefits.) They 
are demanding over $200,000 in 
damages for emotional distress 
'and lost wages, and an Injunc¬ 
tion prohibiting such discrimi¬ 
nation in the future so that 
other Gay People may work for 
the Planning Board without 
having to tolerate such mis¬ 
treatment. 

(The Planning Board is a 
"district" of the State of 
California, created by the 
Legislature to coordinate local 
criminal justice activities and 
plan for the use of sta,te and 
federal grauit fimds. It receives 
its funds via the Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning in 
Sacramento, which, in turn, .is 
presided over by the California 
Council on Criminal Justice. 
However, the Planning Board 
manages its own operations, 
including personnel matters. Its 
members include judges, county 
supervisors, police chiefs, a 
mayor, council people, other 
officials and members of the

Sunbathing 

In California, where seek¬ 
ing the sun is a way of life, 
many people associate a suntan 
with a state of good health. 
However, excessive cuid repeat¬ 
ed exposure to the sun's ultra¬ 
violet rays can cause damage to 
the skin. Over a period of time 
the skin becomes dry and 
wrinkled, and with enough over¬ 


exposure, may become leathery 
with disfiguring pigment spots, 
and even skin cancer may 
develop. 

In addition to premature 
weathering of the skin from 
continued exposure, sunshine 
can be harmful to those who try 
to tan too quickly. Instead of 
the desired golden hue they 
hope to acquire, they develop a 


lobster-red burn which may be 
painful. If severe enough, it 
may put them in the hospital. 
Sunburn can be avoided if we 
pay attention to three simple 
things: first, know your own 
type of jskin eind whether or not 
you burn; second, learn when 
and where the sun has the 
greatest burning power; third, 
make use of a sun-screening 


preparation. 

Skins differ in their sensi¬ 
tivity to sunlight. Children 
burn quickly euid need watching 
when exposed to the sun's rays. 
People who are fair-skinned, 
blue-eyed and light-haired are 
quicker to burn them brunettes. 
Some people never tan but burn 
every time; whereas, others 
merely freckle. For the Vcist

majority of people, ten minutes 
is long enough for the first 
exposure, then the time can be 
increased gradually. Those who 
sunburn easily should keep 
themselves covered at least 
part of the time. 

When the sun is directly 
overhead, its rays are direct 
and burning. Hence, the early 
morning and late afternoon are 
safer times to start sunbathing. 
As the sun is closer to the 
horizon, the p:tmosphere acts as 
a filter and the rays will cause 
less burning. Rejecting sur¬ 
faces, such cis water and sand, 
intensify the sun's rays. Even 
when the sky is overcast, the 
sun's rays can cause a severe 
burn; so it is wise to be careful 
on hazy days as well as on 
bright ones. 

Suntan preparations sold 
under various trade names as 
creams, oils and lotions will 
help screen out the ultra-violet 
rays. Such a protective lotion 
should be re-applied frequently 
and always after swimming. 
However, these preparations 
give only partial protection, so 
watch the clock during the first 
days of sunbathing cuid get your 
tan gradually. Remember, your 
skin must last a lifetime. In 
exposure to the sun, as with 
many things, moderation is the 
best guide word. 


Public Health 
Vaccination Service 


Francis J. Curry, M.D., 
Director of Public Health, to¬ 
day announced the enactment 
of a new City ordinance that 
requires the Department to 
charge $3.00 for a smallpox 
vaccination starting July 1, 
1976, for those requiring this 
immunization for foreign 
travel. This is in addition to 
the Department's usual charge 


for validation of International 
Certificates of Vaccination of 
$2.00 for those over 18 years of 
age, and $1.00 for those 17 and 
younger. "I regret our having to 
collect these fees," Dr. Curry 
stated, "but the costs of provid¬ 
ing health services haus risen so 
rapidly that we really have no • 
choice." He added that a 
recently completed survey of 
local clinics and neighboring 
counties indicated that the 
Department of Public Health's 
fees are consistent with what 
other agencies are charging. 

Vaccination services are 
offered every Thursday morning 
from 9:00 AM to 11:00 AM at 
the Department of Public 
Health, 101 Grove Street, Room 
323. Additionally, there are a 
number of health facilities and 
private physicians that provide 
immunizations for foreign 
travel.

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for those unable to pay for 
treatment," McCarthy said.

In 1974 - 75 , the Legis¬ 
lature approved a $10 million 
increase in Medi-Cal payments 
to physicians and added another 
$14 million to the fund in 1975- 
76. However, the Department 
of Health refused to make regu¬ 
latory changes necessary to 
implement a new fee schedule 
and the money reverted to the 


General Fund. 

McCarthy's bill would 
require that minimum rates be 
established . which contain 
average increcises of 9*5 per¬ 
cent for all physician services, 
20 percent for primary care 
services, and 30 percent for 
maternity care services. 

The mecisure also requires 
that dentists serving Medi-Cal 
patients be reimbursed at 60 
percent or more of their usual 
fee. 

In addition to establishing 
a statewide schedule, the 
Director of Health would be 
required to conduct cm annual 
review and periodic revision of 
reimbursement levels. 

"I believe my bill will ease 
the underfunding crisis facing 
the Medi-Cal program and solve 


the problem of unequal pay¬ 
ments to physicians," McCarthy 
said. "Physicians and patients 
alike will benefit from the in¬ 
creased accessibility to medical 
and dental care for the needy." 

The measure passed the 
Assembly by a vote of 75 to 2 
and now goes to the Senate for 
approval.

Film Asking 
“Who Are We?” 
On National TV 

A new motion picture that 
asks the question "Who Are 
We?" is in its final stages of 
production. The film will pre¬ 
sent 14 gay people - women and 
men - in a variety of settings, 
talking about their lifestyles as 
gay people. It is being produced 
by ADAIR FILMS of San 
Francisco. The first seven 
people have been filmed, and a 
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rough editing of their stories 
has been shown to several 
hundred enthusiastic viewers at 
local screenings. 

National Educational 
Television has contracted to 
present the completed film on 
its network in the future. Peter 
Adair and his sister, Nancy, 
have produced the footage that 
will first be released in New 
York City as a full-length 
motion picture. The film will 
then be shown on the NET 
network, and a shorter version 
will then be released through a 
national distributor for use in 
"sex education" school classes. 
Peter Adair emphasizes that 
there is no such film now avcul- 
able that presents homosexuals 
talking about themselves in a 
candid manner. 

ADAIR FILMS raised 
$60,000 over a three-year 
period to produce the film cmd 
has had an additional $50,000 
pledged for the TV screening. 
Three separate film crews ^re 
currently working in the 
southern states. New York cmd 
Chicago to get additional foot¬ 
age to complement the seven 
people in the initial Bay Area 
"rough" version. The Adairs 
have been overwhelmed by the 
enthusiasm they have received 
at several local invitational 


screenings. 

Tears and laughter are 
experienced by "screening 
room" audiences as they see the 
initial film. On screen are a 
variety of gay people - a 77- 
year-old Lesbian in her garden; 
an effeminate, male, gay 
activist amidst his dolls; a 
middle-class attorney in his 
somewhat plush living room; a 
"butch" and a "femme" Lesbicui 
couple who describe their life 
together; a middle-aged factory 
worker who weeps as he 
describes gay oppression in the 
1950's; and a stirring and hys¬ 
terically funny accoimt by a 
Lesbian of her life in the Army. 

The Adairs video-taped 
150 separate individuals before 
they selected and filmed the 
first seven. They are now 
seeking investors (minimum 
investment: $1,000) in order to 
complete the project by their 
January 1 deadline. 

ADAIR FILMS is having a 
final screening of the VA hour 
first "draft" of "Who Are We?" 
on June 20. Potential investors

Raya Removed As 
S.I.R. Lobbyist 


San Francisco . Affirming the 
recommendation of its Board of 
Directors, on June 9 the mem¬ 
bership of the Society for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights here voted to 
"disassociate" itself from 
George Raya and his activities 
as a lobbyist. 


By an overwhelming vote, 
the S.I.R. membership ousted 
George Raya from any associa¬ 
tion with the organization 
regarding lobbying. The vote 
followed a detailed report on 
Raya and his activities over the 
past year.

The principal criticism 
was leveled at the self-styled 
lobbyist when he admitted that 
he has never reported the 
amount or the sources of his 
I funds. 

He admitted soliciting 
I funds throughout the state and 
that he identified himself to the 
public as a lobbyist for S.I.R.; 
however, none of those funds 
were ever reported to S.I.R., it 
was charged. 

He also channeled funds 
I through the so-called Human 
Rights Fund which, until 
I recently, used the address of a 
1 local Quaker organization here. 
I The Quaker organization denied 
I having any official connection 
I with Raya, but they did state 
that he used their office as a 
"mail drop." 

Criticism was also lodged 
I at Raya for the unauthorized 
I use of the S.I.R. office address 
1 as his lobbying office in an 
advertisement which was run, 
full page, throughout the United 
States by the Advocate . That 
I ad declares that Raya is an 
officially registered lobbyist. 

According to Richard 
I Miller, an investigator for the 
I Fair Employment Practices 
Commission in Sacramento, 
Raya is not properly registered 
as a lobbyist. 

The Secretary of State's 
I office reported that no reports 
of funds collected or expended 
have ever been filed with that 
office. 

To add to the problem, 
neither of the organizations 
listed by Raya as his employer 
or for whom he does volunteer 
lobbying is listed as a bona-fide 
employer of lobbyists. 

The law also requires the 
employer of a lobbyist to report 
its activities and the funds col¬ 
lected and expended. 

Since the law allows fines 
to be levied against both the 
lobbyist and the organization 
which the lobbyist represents. 


the possibility of being fined as 
a result of Raya's activities was 
considered by the membership. 

This became of special 
importance when it was learned 
that during the time Raya was 
describing himself as a "full 
time" lobbyist, operating 
throughout the state, he also 
filed for bankruptcy. 

Whether or not Raya has 
done anything effective as a 
lobbyist was not the issue. 
However, it was noted that very 
little information had been 
avculable to the membership in 
written reports to evaluate 
Raya's activities. Criticism 
centered around the reporting 
of funds and their use. 

A report was made by the 
chairman of S.I.R.'s legal com¬ 
mittee, B. J. Beckwith, which 
supported the recommendation 
of the Board to remove Raya. 

Without recrimination or 
open rejection of Raya as an 
individual, he was asked to limit 
his relationship with S.I.R. to 
that of a member who could 
share in the information he 
might develop, but on an in¬ 
formal basis.

Last April, the 13 th to be 
precise, four kids were refused 
admittance to the Club Baths. 
One of the four wore a few 
rings; a second one had a dab or 
so of musk oil on. The first 
man had placed his rings in the 
safe-deposit box provided for 
protection of guest's valuables 
when the attendant got around 
to checking the four in. 

He looked at them and 
said he wasn't letting them in. 

When asked why, he 
replied, "This is a bath house 
for men," and that jewelry and 
"perfume" (the musk oil) did not 
meet up to the Club's credo

macho screening standards. 
The two who weren't wearing 
rings or musk oil were admit¬ 
tedly macho—black handker¬ 
chiefs and all—but were refused 
admittance because they were 
with the other two. 

The "offending" duo 
offered to wash the musk oil off 
as soon as they got inside, but 
the attendcuit had become "The 
Great Stone Face ait Easter 
Island." He was adamant. They 
weren't coming in. 

So they didn't. They left. 
Quietly. No fuss. (Remember 
that because it's important. 
The operative word is quiet .) 

A couple of weeks or so 
later, I ran into one of the four. 
He brought up the subject and 
told me what happened. I told 
him that he ought to file suit 
against the Club (this was just 
before the ruling in the Wilson 
case). So he rounded up the 
others; I corralled attorney 
Dick Gayer; and things started 
rolling. Three* of the four filed 
(the fourth was always out job- 
hunting and never seemed to 
have any free time at all), as 
well as a fourth Club Baths 
victim, who had been discrimi¬ 
nated against last March for 
similar reasons. All had sent 
Club Baths' mcuiager Ray 
Andrews the required demands 
for the required $250, the 
amount of damages prescribed 
in Small Claims. Everything 
was according to Hoyle. The 


first trial was set for the first 
of June. 

Came the first day of 
June, and we all trooped into 
Small Claims Court: Gayer, 
myself, and the four. Ray 
Andrews sat alone on the other 
side—wearing his sunglasses. 
We were assigned to judges and 
ended up with Charles Goff, the 
judge who ruled in the Wilson, 
case. 

And during that trial, 
gentle readers, if there was one 
gram of mud that Andrews 
didn't throw at our side, one 
would be hard-put to find it. 

He claimed that the four 
caused a disturbance at the 
window. He claimed that the 
four had been "disruptive" dur¬ 
ing previous stays at the baths. 
He claimed that one of the four 
spat on the bullet-proof win¬ 
dow. He claimed that the four 
had shouted and swore at the 
attendant. He showed the judge 
some registration cards bearing 
the names of the four, gar¬ 
nished with such notations as to 
indicate that "these gentlemen 
over here are somewhat 
N*0*I*S*Y, your honor." 

He did everything but ad¬ 
dress himself to the issue of 
why the four were refused 
admittance—the issue of 
effeminism. Then he sat down. 
Then the four got up. 

And—quietly—they pro¬ 
ceeded to tear Ray Andrews' 


testimony into little bitty 
pieces. 

No one had caused a dis¬ 
turbance at the window. No 
one spat on the window. No one 
shouted and swore. There were 
three witnesses who supported 
our side's testimony; Ray 
Andrews had none. (And what 
about the attendcUit who per¬ 
formed the discriminatory acts? 
Why, according to Andrews, he's 
working in Oregon now. Pretty 
convenient, no?). ' And then 
they pointed out that noise 


wasn't what they were discrimi¬ 
nated against for; effeminism- 
according-to-Andrews was. 

End of testimony. 

The second trial was much 
of the same with a different 
judge, except that Andrews had 
brought along two "attendants" 
(whom the four had never seen 
before), who supported 
Andrews' "noise" .theorum. He 
still didn't address the true 
recLson the four were booted out 
of the baths, and our side blew 
holes in his testimony—quietly— 
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Good Cy^an is Hard to F^nd

Gayer cind I sat listening, proud 
as new parents. We knew we 
were going to win. 

Was I surprised when both 
cases were ruled in favor of the 
Club Baths? 

You bet your B.A.R. I was 
surprised! The judges had 
seemingly ignored every iota of 
testimony from our side, 
choosing to trust Ray Andrews 
and his little white cards with 
things written on them. But did 
they question those notations? 
Did they wonder if those little 
words were on the cards all 
along, or did Andrews drag 
them out of the file and write 
things on them before appearing 
in court? Did they address 
themselves to the real reason 
that the four weren't allowed in 
the baths—the Club Baths' 
credo macho , which states that 
musk oil and rings do not a man 
make? 

Does Tenderloin. Tessie 
dress conservatively? 

Nope. And so, the yahoos 
have won again. The Club 
Baths will apparently continue 
to discriminate against those 
whom they consider effeminate 
(and Blacks and the elderly 
"trolls" as well, but that's 
another story), aided and abet¬ 
ted by the mandate of Judges 
Goff and Dossee. We lost the 
battle, so now it's up to you to 
win the war. 

At the risk of using an 
overworked word, boycott the 
Club Baths and patronize some¬ 
place else a little less elitist. A 
bath which allows freedom to 
express one's Gayness is truly 
Gay indeed, and the Club Baths 
are just plain queer.

Dear Bob, 

In B.A.R. of June 10, 
1976, in the column Brother 
Bizarre's Gaze I was accused of 
soliciting funds in the name of . 
the Gay Freedom Committee 
for our Ccirnival at California 
Hall, GAY USA '76. I am asking 
for a retraction, since this is 
simply not true. When I get 
fimny with other people's 
money, I warn them in advance 
that I am going to do something 
strange with monies entrusted 
to my care. I did solicit $80.00 
for the Gay Freedom Day Com¬ 
mittee - $50.00 for an ad for 
the Sutro Baths which I turned 
in to the publications sub¬ 
committee of the Gay Freedom 
Committee, as witness the ad in 
the official parade program, 
and $30.00 from The Trapp 
which I returnedto Jerry Hertz, 
since it was discovered to be a 
duplicate sale. Every dime 
which I have solicited for either 
the publication or the carnival, 
both entitled GAY USA '76, I 
solicited in that name (GAY 
USA '76); every invoice carried 
that name, every letterhead, 
every envelope. I published a 
statement to the effect that if 
anyone thought they had pur¬ 
chased an ad from the Gay 
Freedom Day Committee that 
they might apply to me for 
their money back. Now comes 
this Mark Joplin and accuses me 
of soliciting in the name of the 
Gay Freedom Day Committee 
for my own projects. 

Not content with accusing 
me of theft, he then distorts my 
words and positions at the 
parade committee meeting 
when the Stonewall Coalition 
arrived. I never used the word 
"fascist." I agreed with the 
wishes of the Stonewall Coali¬ 
tion; I simply objected to their 
forcing their concepts upon the 
entire Gay Community, 
especially in a parade com¬ 
mittee which is by its own 
admission only the custodian of 
the Gay Freedom Day Parade, 
the custodian on behalf of and 
for every shade of Gay there is. 

I voted to approve most of their 
motions; I just spoke and voted 
against the notion that people 
who would not conform to their 
image of the Gay Freedom Day 
Parade should not be allowed to 
enter that parade. I have 
always been associated with 
parades, both here cmd in Los 
Angeles, in which non¬ 
exclusionary and non- 

judgemental standards were ap¬ 
plied equally to all Gays who 
wanted to enter their (our) Gay 
parade. 

I have been on more 
picket lines and peace demon- 































strations with Bill Beasly than 
Brother Bizarre; I was the per¬ 
son who origincdly brought the 
Gay parade to San Francisco, 
eifter being Chairperson twice 
in Los Angeles. This gives me 
no special proprietary rights 
over the parade, but it certainly 
entitles me to speak out when I 
see the original idealism being 
distorted by the concept of ex¬ 
clusion, even when that exclu¬ 
sion is being done against 
racism, sexism, ageism and 
classism. (Brother Bizarre for¬ 
got to mention that fascism was 
added to the list of undesirable 
"isms.” Just one more over¬ 
sight.) It is a good thing for the 
Stonewall Coalition to go to the 
community and point out to 
them that some types of entries 
may be in bad taste. It is 
necessary to draw women and 
third-world people into the 
parade, even if some of us must 
surrender a few privileges, bend 
a few pet notions. However, no 
one is worth giving up our free¬ 
dom of expression for. We 
ought not to do some of the 
things we do; if we are asked to 
quit, we probably will try to 
comply; but don't come to me 
and command me how to behave 
in my Gay Freedom Day parade, 
not allow me to command you 
how to behave in your Gay 
Freedom Day parade.

FINDING THE ANSWERS 


S.I.R. 

AN ANALYSIS 


Our readers may or may 

not have found S.I.R. (The 
Society for Individual Rights) 
important in their lives. To 
some, it is an auditorium at 
83 Sixth Street that has stage 
shows and dances. Others read 
S.LR.'s slick monthly magazine. 
Vector . Some gay people have 
become involved with S.I.R. as 
volunteers and made their first 
feeble steps to come out of the 
closet. This reporter is in the 
latter category and went on to 
serve several years on the S.I.R. 
Board of Directors. 

S.I.R. had the first gay 
dancing in the city, the first big 
stage shows, the first slick, gay 
magazine, the first consistent 
telephone, information service, 
and the first attempt to provide 
an umbrella for a variety of 
social, educational and political 
activities. An impressive 
record. 

The growth of gay libera¬ 
tion and self-acceptance by 
many gay people has changed 
the need that many once felt 
for S.I.R. The great growth of 
gay bars, baths, entertainments 


and gay organizations has made 

S.I.R. "old and reliable" biit not 
always pertinent. Its member¬ 
ship has declined in recent 
years, and its slick magazine 
has become a questionable 
financial burden. S.I.R. income 
declined as the hundreds who 
attended S.I.R. Center's weekly 
dcuices moved on to dance-bars. 
The big stage shows at S.I.R. 
are few now - and usually pro¬ 
duced by other groups who rent 
the hall. Politics has become 
the concern of several gay 
groups, including a few gay 
Democratic clubs. S.I.R.'s legal 
activities declined. 

This does not mecui that 


S.I.R. s political strength has 
declined. Top state and city 
officials filled S.I.R. Center 
recently to honor the society on 
its 11th cuiniversary. It is sig¬ 
nificant, however, to note that 
few members attended the 
affair. This declining interest 
in S.I.R. is partly due to the 
fact that it has never been a 
young person's organization. 
Five-year-old S.I.R. was already 
considered "old" when the first 
marchers stormed down 
Christopher Street in New York 
in 1969* Today, only a handful 
of people attend S.LR.'s meet¬ 
ings and they are middle-aged 
or older. The young and those 
restlessly shouting out for their 
rights are attending’meetings of 
Bay Area Gdy Liberation 
(BAGL). 

BAGL has no great 
expenses. It rents’ an audi¬ 
torium for its meetings (which 
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approximately 150 attend) but 
does not have the daily expense 
of a Center, cin Office Man¬ 
ager's salary, the expenses ot 
$5,000 a month publishing a 
slick magazine or a large tele¬ 
phone bill. S.I.R.'s attractive 
facility is expensive to main¬ 
tain, so considerable concern is 
directed to raising money to 
pay the bills. The exhausted 
volunteers, including the 
elected officers, are burdened 
with maintaining the facility 
while trying to hold down full- 
Hme employment elsewhere. 

Last year a trusted 


employee-volunteer embezzled 
several thousand dollars from 

S.I.R. After his disappearcuice, 

S.I.R. President Larry Eppinette 
had difficulty coping with the 
problems of S.I.R. - lack of 
funds, lack of competent 
leadership, and his own general 
tendency to attempt to solve 
countless problems with a mini¬ 
mum of guidance. The unpaid 
volunteer trecisurer attempted 
to ajialyze the embezzlement 
plus make monthly financial 
reports. Eventually it was too 
much for him amd, recently, no 
fincincial reports have been

In cdl of the mayhem since 
the embezzlement, there have 
been some resignations from 
the Board of Trustees and the 
resignation of the long-time 
Vector editor, Richard Piro. In 
a change of the guard, former 

S.I.R. President W. E. 

Beardemphl has become Tem¬ 
porary Treasurer; former S.I.R. 
Office Manager George 

Coffman has returned as a 

Trustee; and former S.I.R. 

Legal Chairman B. J. Beckwith 
has returned in that capacity 
and as a Trustee. These new 
officers, with Trustee Duane 
Wolcott, are now attempting to 
overcome President Eppinette's 
inclination to cover up S.I.R.'s 
major problems. 

The big battle at S.I.R., as 
Eppinette sees it, is his conflict 
with Wolcott. Wolcott was al¬ 
most the only voice to speak up 
and question embezzler Ken 
Rice's handling of S.I.R. 
finances. Now he heads the 
investigation of the embezzle¬ 
ment and has been loudly de¬ 
manding that Eppinette answer 
questions about S.I.R.'s affairs. 
Eppinette likes for everyone to 
think that things are "going 
along nicely" when, in reality, 
they are not. If Eppinette 
resigns, it will probably be be¬ 
cause Wolcott (and his new 
allies on the Board) demand 
once too often that Eppinette 
be more mature in his leader¬ 
ship. Eppinette is highly re¬ 
spected as a "hard worker" and 
as he says himself, "I don't need 
the presidency of S.I.R. with all 
of my other involvements." If 
Eppinette does resign, it is 
rumored that Beardemphl, 


Coffman and Beckwith are all 
interested in heading S.I.R. 

This is a long way around 
to get to the point that we wish 
to make: with the internal con¬ 
flict at S.I.R., the recent 
embezzlement of funds, the 
great expense of Vector 
magazine each month, etc., the 
REAL problem at S.I.R. is never 
discussed or even considered. 
The REAL problem at S.I.R. is 
that there is a need for a total 
re-evaluation of what the 
organization is and what need it 
should fill in the gay com¬ 
munity. This is not 1964. 
There is no attempt of S.I.R. 
leadership to take a hard look 
at the organization's long-range 
income cmd long-range expendi¬ 
tures. Should S.I.R. be oper¬ 
ating a large and expensive 
downtown facility with its very 
limited income? Should S.I.R. 
be in the business of publishing 
an expensive magazine each 
month? Does S.I.R. need a 

sizable auditorium?.These 

questions are not being asked, 
nor are other hard questions 
about S.I.R. and how it fits into 
the scheme of things in 1976. 
We are hopeful that some of the 
"new" faces on S.I.R.'s Board of 
Trustees (who arrive out of 

S.I.R.'s past) have the insight to 
cuialyze what S.I.R. is and what 
it should be. We do not see a 
• justification for going on and on 
without an evaluation. If that 
evaluation is not made and the 
reality of where S.I.R. is in 
1976 faced squarely, more 
people may question the value 
.of S.I.R.

Not Here To

San Francisco, and its 
General Assistance Program, IS 
NOT A FREE RIDE. 

At this time, I find San 
Francisco in a pretty bad way. 
Taxes are up; the city is spend¬ 
ing lots of money on nothing. 
The crime of the parks is dry¬ 
ness, withering away - I have 
yet to see any water being used 
in Golden Gate Park. 

This issue, I would like to 
enlighten the populace on the 
General Assistance Program. I 
have talked to some residents 
(who pay taxes) who know 
nothing about this program, 
except in a vague way. 

Now that we are out of 
the Alioto Regime (spend, 
spend, spend) and Mr. Moscone 


has settled into his position, he 
and the supervisors hqye de¬ 
cided to cut the $8,000,000.00 a 
year General Assistance Rolls 
(County, State and Federally 
supported). 

When one comes from 
emother city, he can (and gen¬ 
erally does) get General Assis¬ 
tance with NO STRINGS. 

What is the reason some¬ 
one should be able to come to 
San Francisco and collect 
money he has done nothing to 
gain or contributed to. From 
talking with a worker in the 
G.A. system, I would gather 
that they never would contrib¬ 
ute to the tax situation of San 
Framcisco anyhow. 

SAN FRANCISCANS ARE

The average age of a 
recipient is 18 to 25 years. 

The average person is 
usually a high school droupout 
with a tenth grade education. 
This person makes his way 
selling stolen merchandise, 
hustling, and may even be on 
parole. 

As of today, G.A. 1*ecipi- 
ents can, and do, sell their food 
stamps and take off for a beach 
city for the month, then return 
for their next check. They can, 
euid do, buy drugs or liquor with 
the money they save by living in 
a communal situation in one 
room. 

One girl, new to San 
Francisco, got on the G.A. pro¬ 
gram after importing her child 
from Southern California, which 
enabled her to collect more of 
everything connected with the 
system. 

"Life, liberty and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness" are granted 
to all, but they should not be 
out of San Francisco's pocket- 
book. 

A General Assistance per¬ 
son is allowed to take six units 
in a night school. If one does 
not have the education (and in 
looking for a job one finds out 
they usually do not), he could 
make an effort to continue his 
education in order to qualify for 
a position that would sustain 
him on his own in the big city. 

If you cannot find a job 
while you are on the G.A. rolls 
in three months (which is plenty 
of time, looking on a daily 
basis), that is a message that, 
at this time, you don't belong 
here; for if someone is going to 
get a job, it is the one who 
qualifies for it, since experi¬ 
ence, skills cuid education are 
usually the major deciding fac¬ 
tors in hiring. 

GO HOME! Get your edu¬ 
cation; it is free. Get a job in 
your home town where you have 
roots; gather all the experience 
you can; save some money, then 
come back to San Francisco 
where you know for sure that 
you can keep up on your own. 

There are people in San 
Francisco who have worked all 
their lives and kept this city 
going. A while ago, I saw a 
picture in a bar-oriented paper 
of a matronly woman who had 
passed two young men on the 
corner of Polk and California 
Streets. Behind the woman, one 
of the young men had pulled 
down his pants and flashed a 
"moon" at her. Where does he 
feel he is right? That woman is 
probably the one who is (or is 
representative of the people 
who are) helping to support 1^ 
trip. She is paying her taxes, 
enabling that young man (and 
9,000 others on G.A. rolls) to 
"do their thing." 

The General Assistance 
system only convinces me that 
it makes lazy people out of 
those who might become sub¬ 


stantial citizens. 

The General Assistance 
rolls are being cut from 9>000 
to 2,000. One had better check 
out his situation and (maybe) 
pack for a trip home.

and one huffing accordion are 
not an ideal musical marriage. 

I suspect Bell is dead serious 
and ha^ no idea how bad his act 
is, which makes it hysterically 
funny. 

Comic Robin Williams 
knows he is funny; that is his 
aim. Williams is worth the 
admission price alone. His act 
is glick, fast-paced and super¬ 
hip as he relates quick vignettes 
of how you honkies cam become 
black within one month (and 
well-hung within a week) just by 
"calling this number," Lawrence 
Welk going hip with amyl 
nitrate in his bubble machine, 
the guru who reads minds, or 
just getting off working on the 
phallic runway. Williams is 
attractive, in control of his 
audience at all times and is 
reminiscent in both style and 
content of a young Dick Shawn 
(one of. the most underrated 
talents on the club circuit 
today). 

There is a line of six 
toothsome chorines, Angels of 
the Midway Plaisance, who have 
absolutely no skill but tons of 
energy as they scream and kick 
their way through two routines 
that look like they were choreo¬ 
graphed by Ray Charles. The 
Angels should ideally be moved 
up into opening position to start 
off the show more lavishly, but 
several of the acts could with¬ 
stand some shifting of order. 

Princess Alexcuidra of the 
Nile (Illinois, no doubt) is a poor 
imitation of a belly dancer. 
Her bell work is minimal; her 
stomach rolls deplorable; and 
her act incredibly dull. Cicci

"fabulous Pointless Sisters." 
They are neither fabulous nor 
pointless. In fact, their act 
defies description. They sing in 
the scat style of the Pointers 
with the familiar staging of the 
trio, amd some of their material 
is dandy (loved "Fry Me A 
Liver"). But much of it on the 
night caught was bland and 
neither good, funny nor

took over the headline chores in 
"Beach Blanket Babylon Goes 
Bananas" at Club Fugazi. I was 
interested to see how the show 
would hold . up without La 
Bleiweiss; answer - quite well. 

This takes nothing away 
from Nancy. Fran Moitoza was 
forced to take over the roles, 
songs cuid material that Miss 
Bleiweiss created for herself; 
and at times, especially as 
Carmen, there simply was no 
substitute for the originator. 
But when Miss Moitoza was able 
to inject' her own humor and 
bits into the characters, she 
was star calibre all the way. 
Her Glinda singing the "Sempre 
Libera" was vocally superlative, 
her enthusiasm carried her over 
the rough spots cuid kept her 
firmly entrenched in the spot¬ 
light, and overall it was an 
incandescent performance that 
proved while there’s only one 
Nancy Bleiweiss, there's also 
one Fran Moitoza who deserves 
her own material and her own 
spotlight. 

"BBBGB" has become such 
a solid collection of talent that 
even four understudies in one 
evening did little to impair the 
overall effect. Bill Kendall and 
Glenda Glayzer just get better 
and better (the Glayzer ren¬ 
dition of "Am I Blue" is still just 
as chilling as a year ago).

In the beginning. Jack 
Haley created "That's Enter¬ 
tainment." It was an enormous 
success, so. immediately a 
quickie second edition was 
spliced together under the 
watchful eye of Gene Kelly. 
The second montage of film 
clips is a hodgepodge of un¬ 
structured bits and pieces, with 
none of the care of the first; 
but it's still a wonder for 
nostalgia buffs. 

Gene Kelly and Fred

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occasionally breaking into 
dance and song to remind us 
that old hoofers never com¬ 
pletely retire. Kelly is ex¬ 
tremely self-indulgent in 
throwing in every scrap of foot¬ 
age from "American in Paris" 
that wasn't in the first; and at 


least one third of the total 
footage is taken up by the two 
dancers. However, Kelly does 
include his marvelous roller 
skate number, the cartoon 
dance and a double with Frank 
Sinatra. Astaire fares less well 
with "Steppin' Out With My 


Baby" and a rehearsal dance 
with Ginger from "Barkleys of 
Broadway," neither of which 
was among his most memorable. 

The best moments in the 
film are the more obscure clips 
that many have probably never 
seen. Ernst Lubitsch' waltz 
sequence from "The Merry 
Widow" in 1933; -Greta Garbo 
dancing in "Two Faced Woman" 
(not too well); a Clark Gable 
montage of "I love youse;" the 
creation of "Tales of the Vienna 
Woods" from "The Great Waltz" 
that is uproarious; Nelson & 
Jeannette singing "Lover Come 
Back to Me" with saccharine 
deadpan in "New Moon" while 
the audience is convulsed at the 
sheer corn of it all; Esther 
Williams in the Busby Berkeley 
staged Cypress Garden waterski 
ballet; Robert Taylor singing 
(?); and a beautiful tribute to 
the artistry of Tracy and 
Hepburn that reaffirms the 
special magic they conjured to¬ 
gether. "Part 2" also proves 
that while there have been 
many fine dancers in films 
through the years - Ann Miller 
with energetic flash. Marge & 
Gower with smooth lyricism, 
and even Bobby Van bouncing 
down the street from "Small 
Town Girl" - Eleanor Powell 
was the definitive dancer in 
films. Her shipboard routine 
from "Broadway Melody" re¬ 
affirms that Eleanor could do it 
all with more style than anyone 
and less effort (Ruby Keeler 
always looked like she'd drop 
dead from the exertion of a 
time step.). 

There are also some 
serious omissions. Obviously 
Jane Powell was one of the 
great dramatic actresses of 
MGM, since she has yet to 
appear in either film; and Betty 
Hutton gets quick coverage 
from "Annie Get Your Gun." 
There is a plentiful dosage of 
Judy, all good, plus Cyd 
Charisse with both Kelly and 
Astaire. 

While I would be the last 
to deny the ability of Gene 
Kelly, it is reassuring to know 
that when "Part 3" comes along, 
all the Kelly footage hcis been 
used up and preserved in 
"Part 2." 

From the Marx Brothers' 
famous stateroom sequence to 
Constance Bennett's short 
scream in the ladies' room of 
"Two Faced Woman," it is often 
the comedy scenes that have 
little part of the musical trib¬ 
ute that score the best 
moments in "That's Entertain¬ 
ment Part 2." But it's still solid 
entertainment. (Now playing at 
the Royal.)

especially after a deranged 
priest warns him just before 
being skewered to death in a 
windstorm, and with 

photographer David Warner 

seeks out Damien's real parents 
(three guesses who the real 

father was!). Slowly but surely, 
everybody who comes into con¬ 
tact with Damien is marked for 
death; and the most exciting 
scenes in the film are the 
assortment of grisly deaths that 
await friend and foe. 

Unfortunately, the script 
is banal in the extreme, at 
times laughable; and a great 
deal of suspense is dissipated by 
the plodding dialogue and pre¬ 
dictable climax.

The Men In My Life

‘Les Girls” 


As a Gay male — almost 
totally drenched in male- 
oriented comings and goings — I 
sadly confess a glaring ignor¬ 
ance of female concerns. 

Years of having to keep at 
bay the predatory husband seek¬ 
er have more than left me a bit 
reluctant to lift back the sur¬ 
face layer of the female 
psyche. Through the seasons of 
coming out, I had enough of a 
job adapting to the then model 
of the Queenly world. To deal 
with the even more alien les¬ 
bian stereotypes was beyond my 
capacity. In towns where the 
only available bar was fre¬ 
quented by both faggots and 
dykes, I never felt the forced 
mix was a happy one. At best it 
was usually a stand-off, with 
always the threat of mayhem 
over some ill-advised remark. 

Obviously, the above is 
but a slice to the totality of my 
relationships with women. I've 
had mothers, sisters, grand¬ 
mothers, fiancees, pals, col¬ 
leagues with whom I've shared 
as full a life as any other 
human. But there remains that 
gulf of mystery. I suppose the 
same feminine mystique 
brought our attention by Betty 
Friedcui, the Second Sex insights 
of Simone DeBouvoir. But I 
never read those books, feeling 
I wasn't invited to the shower. I 
did idle my way through Erica 
Jong's The Fear of Flying — a 
Mae West movie would have 
told me as much. 

Despite the "revealing" 
articles in Playgirl and Viva , 
gathering wool on everything 
from lUD's to multiple orgasms, 
I repeatedly concluded, "You 
really don't grasp very much 
about women." There was little 


bliss in my ignorance. 

Like most superfluous 
heads of American households, I 
continued to find "girl talk" a 
brand of monkey chatter beyond 
my apish crawl. To find the 
suburban exchange of the trials 
and joys of raising babies as 
tiresome cis it ever was. If 
women had made progress in 
challenging male dominance — I 
applauded their victories — yet 
I found I had made no progress 
in grappling with female manip¬ 
ulativeness. Lesbian struttings 
still make me uneasy. 

I bounced around the idea 
of auditing a weekend female- 
growth marathon, but convinced 
myself that my plight was one 
of ignorance not pathology. At 
a Gay convention I planned to 
attend the session "Lesbians in 
Music" but lost my voice at the 
last minute. 

A big chance presented 
itself at a Berkeley cocktail 
party (the pre-revolution | 
variety — no one was leafleting 
or picketing the entrance, nor 
was anyone demanding a child 
care center). I was introduced 
to a young woman who had just 
published an autobiographic ac¬ 
count of growing up and coming 
out. She needed exposure: I 
needed enlightenment, and she 
promised to send along a copy. 

I knew her Women Loving would 
be a better place to refuel than 
The Happy Hooker or 
Ms. Cosmopolitan's Sex and the 
Single Girl . 

Before the book arrived, I 
had some time to reassess 
where I stood and what could be 
accomplished in this sort of 
out-reach project. I wanted to 
be in tip-top condition (I had 
been told it was a large and 
long book.)

The 5'5" Leo will not 
only be the guest poseur, but 
will perform his amazing feats 
of strength, such as blowinjg up 
a hot water bag like a balloon, 
bending steel held in his teeth 
or maybe even deadlifting 735 
lbs. (He holds the world record 
in it.). It just depends, because 
whatever Franco decides to do, 
he can do it without even work¬ 
ing up a sweat. 

When Franco and I meet 
for drinks, I question how he 
can be the strongest man in the 
world when there are so msmy 
other bodybuilders bigger and 
weighing in at more?

try whatsoever. My father was 
a farmer. When I was growing 
up, if you don't have anything 
bad to eat, you have to eat the 
good. All we had was good food 
grown oii our farm. When I 
asked my mother for chocolate, 
she said we had to import that, 
it cost money. Maybe that 
saved my life and my teeth. I 
lived in the mountains of 
Sardinia until I was 19, then I 
went to Germany and started 
eating some chocolate.

As our community 
athletic experience grows-the 
tenth year of our Bowling 
Leagues, now numbering three- 
the fourth season of CSL-the 
continued individual and team 
interest in tennis and 
volleyball-gay domination of 
straight golf tournaments-it 
dawns upon more of us that the 
most imfair stereotyping of gay 
athletes stems, more often than 
not, from those in our own 
community. 

For instance, when it was 
rumored that the Gay Women's 
Softball Champions were going 
to play the CSL Champions, it 
was common gossip among the 
sideline titterers that the 
"Bulldykes would beat the shit 
out of the Sissies." Although 
the contest never materialized, 
it became evident by the per¬ 
formances of the two leagues 
that neither of the above 
descriptions fit the many fine 
athletes, male and female, in¬ 
volved in the men's and women's 
leagues. Any difference in 
their ability could be accounted 
for by the actual physical limi¬ 
tations of either group. 

The same type of attitude 
was expressed by many when we 
first met the SFPD Team in the 
first of our annual charity 
games; not, surprisingly, by'the 
police but by persons in our own 
community. From the start, 
the police and their representa¬ 
tives respected cuid, if the truth 
were to be told, feared our gay 
athletes. They did this for 
reasons of their own, to be 
certain; but they respected and 
feared us nevertheless. 

Further proof of the lack 
of confidence by some in our 
community in gay athletic 
ability is the reaction of all too 
many of our softball teams 
when it was rumored that one 
or more of the teams were 
loading up with straight players. 
It was too quickly assumed that 


such teams would automatically 
win their respective divisions 
and the ultimate championship 
of the entire league. This has, 
in turn, been proven to be a 
fallacy, as the All-Gay Teams 
are more them holding their own 
in competition with heavily 
"Straight" loaded teams amd 
promise to continue to do so. 
And as they do, perhaps they 
will win for our gay athletes 
further support and pride from 
within our own community. 

WHO NEEDS THEM? 

In recent columns I have 
been wrongly interpreted as 
objecting to straight players 
competing in our Softball 
League. Absolutely Wrong! ! I 
relish, and I am certain most 
athletes, gay or straight, do 
likewise, competition and wel¬ 
come anyone to our League 
with one stipulation. 

They should understand 
that we are a Gay Organization, 
that we are sponsored by gay 
businesses, and our fans are, for 
the most part, our gay brethren. 
If this is distasteful to them or 
if they compete in our league 
only to show "The Faggots" how 
to play, I will tell them in print 
or to their faces to get the Hell 
out of our league. We do not 
need them; and they, obviously, 
do not need us. 

To be more direct, let me 
name a few names. Our League 
is the better for the Joe 
Ritchies, the Carl McMurdos, 
the Guillermos, the Metzlers, 
the Seeligs zmd the Jim Gefres, 
to name but a few, whose 
straightness is incidental to 
their ability and, most impor¬ 
tantly, to their understemding 
and their demeanor. They are 
indeed a welcome part of our 
league and our community. 

Teams, as well as individ¬ 
uals, should be mentioned. 
Noeih's Ark, a young, vital group 
of athletes, mostly straight, are 
welcome members of our 
league. They play ball; they 
don't badmouth; they want to 
win, but they know how to lose. 
Each and every one of them 
would be welcome on my team 
or in my home. The same 
Ccuinot be said for the 
Ambitious Ambush's straight 
contingent. They have no use 
for us cmd make it quite ob¬ 
vious. ^ 

I have watched them for 
three straight weekends winning 
two and losing one; and while, 
admittedly, they are superior 
athletes, their attitude, for the 
lack of a better word, "stinks." 
Not once have I seen a concili¬ 
atory move, not one congratula¬ 
tion to either the winning or 
losing opposing team. If they 
are approached by (Heavens 
Forbid) a queer from the other 
team offering congratulations, 
their distaste is written all over 
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their faces. They disdain from 
entering "Queer" bars and, 
apparently, are competing with 
us only to prove their master's 
opinion, who incidentally is 
Gay, that straight athletes are 
so much better than our own. 
BULLSHIT!! Tell that to 
Sutter's Mill, Mr. Anderson. 

Hopefully, I am wrong in 
my cissessment of the attitudes 
of the Ambush's straight play¬ 
ers. If so, I will gladly apolo¬ 
gize. However, I doubt it 
seriously. After thirty-odd 
years of gay life a person has a 
sixth sense about bigotry and 


hopefully, on. a national scale? 
Or do they intend to Wear signs 
that they only "beat the faggots 
but are not faggots them¬ 
selves." 

Whatever their feelings 
are, I only know that more and 
more have I heard complaints 
from various sources in our 
Community that they will not 
support nor ' attend any game 
that has cls gay champions a 
group of jocks who openly find 
their gay competitors distaste¬ 
ful. Think about it Mr. 

Anderson. Just where is your 


sexism that rarely can be 
deceived. 

One last thought that 
even Skip of the Ambush might 
linger upon, should his team win 
it all and, objectively, they do 
have the talent to do so, do we 
in the Gay Community want 
players who have no interest or 
understanding of our lifestyle to 
represent us against the SFPD? 

And even more important, 
do Skip's straight players real¬ 
ize they will be representing 
the gay community'? Are they 
willing to subject themselves to 
the press and TV coverage that 
will surely follow, possibly and

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PEOPLES FUND 


1. The purpose of the Fund shall be to aid 
individuals who have experienced a cat¬ 
astrophe personally ‘whether it be illness, 
accident, loss of property, etc. which has 
caused this individual to incur or to be 
about to incur expenses beyond those 
which they could be expected to pay and 
are not necessary for continuation of nor¬ 
mal living conditions. It shall not be for 
any political purpose of any nature what¬ 
soever. 

2. The Fund will be administered by a Board 
of nine individuals whose sole purpose will 
be to determine the eligibility of recipients 
and the size of the award to be made. The 
Board shall be made up of: 

- The reigning Emperor 

- The reigning Empress 

- Representative of Council of Emperors 
— Treasurer of Council of Emperors 

- Representative of Pride Foundation 
— Representative of Tavern Guild 

- Representative of SIR 

- Two persons from the Gay Community 
at large selected by the above from 
interested parties 

The funds raised or donated shall remain 
in the control of the Couricil of Emperors 
through its Treasurer who shall keep a 
separate bank account for the Fund and 
make periodic public accounting to the 
Community. No funds allocated for the 
Peoples Fund may ever revert to direct re¬ 
muneration of the Council, but must be 
expended for the direct benefit of the 
Con^munity. 

3. The Fund may make grants to public ser¬ 
vice groups if sufficient funds are avail¬ 
able or if any taxation regulations make it 
prudent to do so, but the major thrust is 
towards the irldividual. 

4. The Peoples Fund may raise funds on its 
own, accept donations from others or ac¬ 
cept grants from any legal source of 
revenue except that any binding committ¬ 
ments executed must have the approval of 
the Council of Emperors. 

5. It would be desirable to have this Fund 
Tax Deductible, but this consideration 
would be second to actually establishing 
the Fund. 

6. All gifts would be considered permanent, 
but a recipient may repay if he or she is 
able at a later date. 

7. Final rules concerning eligibility will be 
determined by the above named board.

Delcmey was charged with 
calling/visiting with Agent 
Banks of the San Francisco 
Office of the F.B.I., claiming 
that he' had heard the President 
of the Club discussing various 
leftist activities at the June 
2nd Club meeting which 
Delaney felt that he, as a patri¬ 
otic American, must warn the 
F.B.I. about. 

Delaney charged that the 
President of the Club, Reverend 
Raymond Broshears, is a "radi¬ 
cal, an anarchist, a Trotskyist, 
who is in sympathy with groups 
who are planning to do violence 
agMnst national monuments on 
the 4.th of July." 

Club members who were 
present when these words were 
spoken by the President stated 
that the President was merely 
repeating to the Club's special 
guest speaker. Supervisor 
Dianne Feinstein, statements 
which had come to him via 
various sources; but he refused 
to name names or places. 

Club members felt that 
Delaney has "problems" which 
cause him to misimderstand 
things and to interpret them 
wrongly, and that he was imder 
the influence of radical right- 
wing conservative Thomas M. 
Edwards and other "pro-police" 
persons of an extreme-rightist 
political belief. 

Club members supported 
their president by removing 
Delaney from his position, 
asking him to resign from the 
Club completely. Delaney has 
now consented to do so. 
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denouncing Club members as 
being "brainwashed" by the 
President. 

Club President Broshears 
felt that Delaney's lack of 
liberalism and his extreme- 
rightist philosophies kept him 
"off balance." Broshears said 
that he was sure that the F.B.I. 
merely "considered the source" 
concerning possible action 
against him by the F.B.I. as a 
result of Delaney's actions.

We both, as responsible 
members of the gay community, 
wish to protest the use of the 
terminology "Police (or F.B.I.) 
informers" as has been recently 
published by Reverend Ray 
Broshears. 

His insinuation is that we 
are "informing" against gay 
people, and that the police or 
F.B.I. are enemies of the gay 
community. The essence of this 
charge is a headline appearing 
in Vol. 30, June 1976 issue of 
Gay Crusader which states, 
"SFPD Informers Sow (sic) 
Distrust." Actually the "dis¬ 
trust" is sewn, cultivated cuid 
harvested by Ray Broshears. 

Broshears, employing the 
"politics of paranoia," attempts 
to divide individuals in the gay 
community against each other 
to serve his own nefarious pur¬ 
poses. 

Anyone who knows 
Broshears personally knows he 
is constantly excoriating friend 
and foe alike. 

We categorically reject 
and deny any allegations that 
we are "informers." We act 
now, and have acted in the past, 
out of love for our Country. If 
in so doing we convey to proper 
authorities information relative 
to public safety and/or violent 
confrontations, it is for the 
public good. 

Finally, we ask those who 
are impressed with Broshears' 
ability to command the media 
that they do not consider him 
either representative of or a 
bona fide spokesman for the gay 
community.
